REQUEST FOR REFUND 

Applicants, by their attorney, request a refund for an excessive issue fee erroneously 
charged by the USPTO. 

Applicants paid an issue fee in the amount of $1,400.00 with the Notice of Allowance 
that they mailed to the USPTO on December 1 5, 2006 (copy enclosed). The application was 
subsequently withdrawn from issuance by the USPTO on January 31, 2007. The USPTO did not 
refund the issue fee to Applicants at that time; rather, the USPTO stated in its Decision Granting 
Petition Under 37 CFR 1.313(c)(2), mailed to Applicants' attorney on January 31, 2007 (copy 
enclosed), that the issue fee would be credited against the issue fee due with any subsequent 
Notice of Allowance. In its Notice of Allowance mailed June 14, 2009 (a copy of Part B of 
which is enclosed), the USPTO correctly noted the "prev. paid issue fee" of $1,400.00. 



However, the USPTO erroneously neglected to subtract the "prev. paid issue fee" of $1,400.00 
from the "issue fee due" of $1,510.00 when it calculated its "total fee(s) due". The undersigned 
corrected this error when he signed this new Notice of Allowance on June 29, 2009, correcting 
the "total fee(s) due" to $110.00.
